It is Thanksgiving Day evening and the small, compact place is 
already packed with 2,300 people at 9:15, long before the “big game” 
is to begin. The “big game” is between the famed Rennies and the 
Philade)phia Sphas, two of the leading basketball teams in the whole 
of the United States. 

The overwhelming majority of the fans are Negroes but there is 
a sprinkling of white fans mixing with their Negro brothers, eager to 
see the wonderful Rennies in action. 

Dotted liberally through the crowd are servicemen: soldiers, 
sailors, merchant seamen; privates and noncoms and a half dozen or 
so officers, proud and stately in their magnificent gabardine uniforms. 

The festive spirit of the Thanksgiving Day holiday has con- 
tinued over into the night and the girls are dressed in their Sun- 
day best and the crowd is animated, happy, smiling and jolly, and 
during the first game between two church teams—one Negro and 
the other white—the fans repeatedly raise the roof in their excite- 
meni as the kids go all out in their seeuied and drive up and down 
the court with speed and skill. 

The crowd is completely democratic and cheers plays by both 
Negro and white kids. In fact, when the white youngsters start to 
pile on the pace and roll up the score the crowd gives them a tremen- 
dous, rousing hand and the kids smile and shake hands all around 
when it is over. 

* + * 

Between halves as between games there is dancing, with a 15- 
piece jazz band supplying good, lilting music and the radiant couples 
sway and glide over the waxed floor, faces wreathed in happy, holiday 
smiles. 

Then the lights go on ‘again and out onto the floor trot the two 
teams—the big attraction of the night. On the far end of the small 
’ court are the mighty Rennies, called by Clair Bee and other basket- 
ball experts “the greatest team of all basketball history.” They are 
big men and speedy, and go through the warmup session with the 
crowd peering intently at their every move. 

At the other end of the court, tossing the ball through the hoop 
and passing it around in whirlwind fashion are the Philly Splhias— 
long known as the Hebrews, They are in the American Professional 
Basketball League and are made up of some of the most magnifi- 
cent court stars the college game has ever produced. Here is the 
incomparable Paul Nowak, Notre Dame’s terrific driver of three 
years back; near him is St. John’s Dutch Garfinkle, still the great 
favorite of the crowds wherever he goes; the biggest man on both 
squads is Temple’s Mike Bloom who thrilled Garden crowds three 
and four years ago with his feats; and then there are Sol Schwartz 
of LIU, and Ink Lautman, and balfihgaded George Wolfe who has 
replaced Clair Bee as LIU’s court coach, 

The Sphas are tremendously big men, full grown now and quite 
different from the skinny, unshaven youngsters who thrilled so many 
Garden basketball crowds in years past.

The men exchange bumps and bruises with a smile, helping 
each other off the floor on many occasions and patting each other 
on the back whenever a play warrants congratulations. Watching 
these Negro and white court greats play, you realize for the hun- 
dredth time how completely false and corrupt is Jim Crow. They 
play hard, do about the same things with the ball, follow the same 
general strategy and they all merge into one game with one 
purpose, 

It makes you feel extra good and when the game finally draws to 
a hectic close and the Rennies win 48-41 the players walk off to the 
showers together, chatting like the good, warm friends they are.

The band strikes up again and the couples take to the floor while 
the early birds file out into the street on the way home. And walking 
on Seventh Avenue, you hear the strains of the music coming from 
the hall and the hub-hub of laughing and chatting, and you realize 
that you have just witnessed another of those democratic events that 
are becoming more and more frequent and you say to yourself that 
soon, some day, Jim Crow will end forever and a real, magnificent, 
true democracy will emerge for all people in a world that will ring 
and shake with freedom and human happiness.

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Taxes 


Q* MONDAY, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee begins consideration of the 
wretched tax measure passed by the House 
of Representatives. 

The House bill, drafted by its Ways and 
Means Committee, ignores the Treasury De- 
partment request for $10,500,000,600 addi- 
tional taxes to finance the war effort. It 
provides for a total of $2,140,000,000, of 
which only $616,000,000 is to come out of 
corporation profits, $322,000,000 out of in- 
dividual income taxes and higher postal 
rates, and about $1,200,000,000 out of higher 
excise taxes. 

Two things stand out with regard to this 
tax measure: 

1. By providing only one-fifth of what 
the Treasury Department says is necessary, 
it is an open invitation to the sales tax forces 
to go ahead with their campaign for placing 
the burden of the war on the backs of the 
poor. 

2. It leaves virtually untouched the huge 
war profits of corporations and individuals, 
as demanded by the National Association 
of Manufacturers and other reactionary 
profiteering groups. 

The campaign for a ten per cent sales 
tax is now in high gear. Senate Finance 
Committée chairman Walter F. George is 
for it. The Republican Congressmen are 
for it, as indicated in the statement of the 
Republican minority on the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which says that the only 
thing that has prevented the imposition of 
this tax is the administration. 

The pressure on the administration to try 
to compel it to yield is terrific. Unless the 
counter-pressure ‘of labor and all other peo- 
ple’s groups becomes as strong, it is entirely 
possible that the sales tax advocates may 
win out. 

If the Senate should pass the present 
House tax measure even without a sales tax, 
the burden of payment for the war effort 
would still fall eventually on the shoulders 
of the people while.war profits remain 
largely untapped. It is not enough, there- 
fore, simply to fight against a sales tax. 
Congress must increase the taxes on cor- 
porate and high incomes. Corporate net 
pofits alone this year, after taxes are de- 
ducted; are more than five billion dollars 
above 1939 profits. 


The Treasury Department plan, while 
faulty in that it also placed higher income 
tax burdens on certain low-income groups, 
did increase the levy on the rich. Such a 
plan, as madified by the coalition of labor, 
farmer, lawyer, Negro and consumer groups 
which is battling for a people’s tax program, 
answers the nation’s needs. 

The coalition’s program calls for raising 
exemptions so as to alleviate the load on 
low-income families, while raising the rates 
on corporate income, estate and gift taxes.

Labor should not repeat the error’

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has begn released by the Mayor, shows that 
the affected area is no more lawless than 
any other crowded part of the city.

The cold facts and figures gathered so 
speedily and efficiently, punctured the alle- 
gations of Brooklyn’s grand jury. It is a 
terrific rebuff to those who sought to divide 
the people by anti-Negro incitement and 
should serve greatly to further unity of the 
people. The impact of the report will un- 
doubtedly also be felt in the editorial offices 
of the “liberal” New York Post which al- 
lowed itself to be sucked in by hate-mongers. 

Two important questions arise out of the 
report. First, how are we to meet.the prob- 
lem of juvenile delinquency? If,the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant survey is to be regarded as a 
sampling of what-we may find in many parts 
of New York or other large cities, as it un- 
doubtedly is, the obvious conclusion is that 
the remedy lies not in night-sticks but in 
the solution of social problems. 

The crowding of Negroes so that space 
per person is less than half of that among 
whites in the same area; inadequate care of 
children of parents who are working or 
whose fathers are in the service; inadequate 
recreation centers for minors are real prob- 
lems as the report itself recognizes. Race 
incitement in the press, whipped up by the 
very elements who invented the ‘crime 
wave,” is another contributor to tension 
among the white and Negro, Jewish and 
Gentile people, Who populate a neighborhood. 

Who are the people who presented such 
false information to the Brooklyn grand 
jury? That is the other question. The re- 
port condemns those groups very effectively. 
But the people of New York have-a right 
to know who inspires them and what is be- 
hind their poison campaign. Their exposure 
must be demanded by all people regardless 
of race or creed. The destroyers of people’s 
unity must be smoked out and driven out 
of places of influence. 


A Senator Whistles 


fe SEEMS that a railroad whistle got out 

of order near one of Ohio’s small towns 
yesterday and the thing couldn’t be shut 
off. Within a few minutes, people were call- 
ing the radio stations and newspapers to 
ask whether the war was over. It took some 
time before the Ohio countryside and the 
small industrial towns were brought back 


to reality. 


An incident like this is understandable in 
the sense that our people want to see this 
war over, and know that the moment to 
strike the final blows in Europe has arrived. 
But what is not understandable and cannot 


.be excused is Senator Sheridan Downey’s 


statement that “unusually well-informed 
sources” tell him the war will be over by 
Christmas. 

‘Speculation of this kind, from a man in 
his pest, demobilizes people instead of mo- 


~bilizing them for the supreme effort. It 


dissipates energies, instead of concentrating 
them. We don’t know how long the war 
will last in Europe, but one thing is sure: 
the more complete the national dedication 
to full production and. total -national unity 


for the big offensives of this winter, the 


sooner will victory come. 

Perhaps if the newspapers of Ohio had 
been stressing that, people would not have 
been misled so easily by a railroad whistle. 
The same goes for Sheridan Downey, whose 
careless speculation is a pattonsl disservice. 
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Is Post’s Policy Truly Liberal?

Down on West Street in New 
York, there is located a daily news- 
paper which preens itself on be- 
ing “liberal.” On several past oc- 
casicns it has earned that name, or 
at least almost done so. The New 
York Post has taken certain stands 
on win-the-war goals, on pushing 
production and on other matters 
of that sort which have seemed to 
justify the estimate it has put upon 
itself. 


During the last several weeks, 
however, this newspaper has been 
slipping badly. It has been dem- 
onstrating that “liberal” may be 
often a most elastic term. The 
Post, in this recent short period, 
has run up a bad score as to its 
attitude on key public questions. 


Now this is no small matter. 
When people read stuff in the 
Hearst or Scripp - Howard press 
such as the Post has been playing 
around with recently, they know 
that it is defeatist-inspired. Even 
when they observe dubious contrib- 
utions of a like character in the 
Times, they are aware that this 
comes from a paper which does 
not fully deserve public confidence 
because of its whirligig career on 
many win-the-war matters. 


EITHER—OR 


With @ newspaper that advertises 
s0 loudly its “liberalism” and purity 
of purpose as does the Post, the 
case is different. And the West 
Street paper should either mend its 
present ways at once or give up 
the pretense of being “liberal.” 

First of all, on the matter of 
proportional representation the 


-- Post has made a holy show of it- 


self. 
It jumped out in the front ranks 
of those who want to turn the city 


government in effect back to the 
tin-box brigade. 

In a most unusual exhibition the 
Post went to the extent of rigging 
up a halo for the old corruptionists 
who ran the city coundl in pre- 
PR. days and whose successors in 
corruption would have a good 
chance to sneak in if PR. were 
overthrown. This the Post did by 
getting up the article by Victor 
Reisel on Cleveland, in which the 
West Street paper solemnly told its 
readers tha PR had been rejected 
in Cleveland because it had _ bred 
corruption. In the first place, this 
was untrue. In the second place, 
there was no cérruption anywhere 
in the United States more ill-smell- 
ing than that which Tammany in- 
flicted on New York prior to PR.

BEDFORD-STUYVESANT 


Then, in the second place, there 
has been the shocking outcry 
against the Negro people in the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant area. 


The Post has covered itself with 
discredit by its effort to cry loudest 
against the abused Negro popula- 
tion. 


In nothing was this more exem- 
plified than in its scare headlines 
of Nov. 1, just one week ago in 
which it accused all boys in the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant region of car- 
rying knives and being danv7terous.

A third mark against the Post 
in the recent period is the dis- 
closure that its ace columnist, Cor- 
nelius Vanderbil, Jr., was an agent 
of Carol of Rumatia. 

When Carol began to make his 
bid to pull the wool over the eyes 
of the American people, and to 
dress his fascist hide up in “dem- 
ocratic” clothes, Vanderbilt was 
ready and willing to _ him — 
for cold cash.

Des Moines Editor Admits He 
Was Wrong About Soviet Union 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 
DES MOINES, Iowa, Nov.:26. — 
“Confeesion may be good for my 
soul.” 


With that remark, W. Earl Hall, 
managing editor cf the Mason City, 
Iowa, Globe-Gazette, in a hard- 
hitting, forthright speech made last 
week over Station WHO, identified 
himself as “a former hater and 
baiter of Russia” who now thanks 
God every day because “Russia is 
on our side.” 

Hall, a former state commander 
of thé American Legion and 
presently included on the State 
Board of Education, delivered his 
mdio talk in celetration of ten 
years of American-Soviet diplo- 
matic relations. 


Recallng the opening day of this 
country’s relations with Russia, 
Hall noted: 

“I remember it well. It made me 
hopping mad. For a dozen years or 
more I had hated and baited Rus- 
sia. I wasn’t in any mood to believe 
that. anything good possibly could 
come out of Russia. I just didn’t 
like ’em and I was determined 
never to let myself like ’em.” 


CHANGES HIS MIND 


Hall said that his anti-Soviet bias 
underwent a change = Hitler 
invaded Russia. 

Hall continued: “It remained for 
the Russians to prove for all time 
that a Nazi blitzkrieg is not some- 
thing irresistible. Hitler is on the 
Way out. 


“To whom shall we—to whom 
MUST we—give the credit? The 
world knows it is communistic Rus- 
sia.” 

Lauding the recently concluded 
Moscow ccnference, Hall observed: 
“Tt can be said with confidence 
that the achievements of the Mos- 
cow conference are constructive 
beyond the fairest hopes of any 
who are qualified to judge them.” 

Deriding the present-day appeas- 
ers, isolationists and anti-Soviet- 
eers, Mr. Hall concluded: “ .. . in 
light of the Moscow’ conference, 
none need fear that Russia _ will 
make a separate peace. 

“Despite my own background of 
hostility toward Russia and all 
things Russian, I am ready to take 
Russia’s promise at full value.”

revival. Large scale recruitment in- 
to the national army will be en- 
sured provided full confidence is 
placed in the people. 

The formation of the army 
raises the problem of the Selection 
and testing of forces. Lessons must 
be drawn from France’s defeat for 
which grave responsibility falls upon 
the majority of French military 
leaders of that time. These gen- 
erals cannot claim the right to the 
leadership of the French Army of 
today. 

But the overwhelming mass of 
French officers have been and are 
honestly fulfilling their duty to the 
country. Many have been bravely 
fighting in Africa for more than 
two years. They must all be drawn 
into the new French Army. But all 
the supporters of Vichy, all those 
who preserved any contact with the 
Vichy clique must be ruthlessly ex- 
pelled from the army. 

A second condition for the revival 
of France is the direct struggle of 
the people themselves to oust the 
invaders. The past year witnessed 
a considerable strengthening of the 
peoples national resistance to the 
Hitlerite invaders’ and traitors. 

Various patriotic groupings 
united in a broad national front 
of struggle for the liberation of 
France, headed by a Council of 
Resistance which maintains coniact 
with the French Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation. 

The successes of the “Franc 
Tireurs” movement and the guer- 
rillas reveal the tremendous possi- 
bilities in France for a rapid, Treso- 
lute development of armed struggle 
against the invaders. 

It is possible, even imperative to- 
day, to raise the movement to a 
higher stage, to conduct operations 
with stronger detachments, to 
undertake coordinated operation on 
a considerably greater scale, es- 
pecially in conditions with the Hit- 
lerite army suffering serious de- 
feats and enormous losses on the 
Soviet Front, and is increasingly 
deteriorating quantitatively and 
qualitatively.

WEARY OF WAITING 

But the French people are weary 
of suffering and waiting. They 
themselves desire to exert a major 
effort for their own liberation.

It is only necessary that 
these efforts be united, that these 
forces be organized and supported 
by the new French Army and the 
Allies. 


Some advocates of the passive 
expectation policy even agree to 
conduct certain preparations and 
the organization of forces and even 
requirement for a so-called under- 
ground army which is to start op- 
erations only at “the decisive hour.” 
But in the meantime it mustn't 
show any signs of life. 

But, first, the patriots want to 
fight right now. Secondly, it has 
been proved that in wartime, armies 
disintegrate especially underground 
ones which are inactive for a long 
period. 

The example of Corsica is quite 
instructive. Of course, little Cor- 
Sica can not be compsred to Great 
France. It will be far harder to 
drive the invaders from France 
than from Corsica. 


But the events of Corsica, to + 
certain extent reflected the true 
seatiments of the French masses. 
With a total population of 252,900 
the National Front of Corsica suc- 
ceed in organizing and arming 15,- 
000 guerrillas. 


Corsican developments have 
pointed the way. Everywhere it is 
necessary to assume the initiative, 
to strike the first blow, to prepare 
the most favorable conditions for 
the landing of our soldiers and the 
Allied armed forces, 


Corsican events also have shown 
the high level of discipline and or- 
ganization of the “Franc Tireurs” 
and guerrillas, who were able to in- 
troduce a spirit of real order, sup- 
ported by the entire population 
and were able rapidly to put an 
end to the Vichy regime, whose 
survivors will try to plunge the

Facts on War Economy 
Small Business 
In War, Post-War 


By Labor Reasearch Association 


The future of small business, in the face of ware 
time trends and virtual suspension of the anti-trust 
laws, has created many problems for the American 
people. There are some 2,750,000 small enterprises in 
the country employing, according to the U. 8. De- 
partment of Commerce, about 45 per cent of the 
workers and handling about 34 per cent of the aggre- 
gate business done. 


Business Failures 


A large number of these have been liquidated in 
the course of the war. The Commerce Department 
reports that some 273,000 companies, each employing 
one or more persons, went out of business in the 
two years between July, 1940 and June, 1942, or at 
a rate of about 450 a day. The largest number of 
such “discontinuances,’ as they are called, was in 
the service trades. It comprises mainly concerns not 
essential to the war effort or which failed because 
of business being diverted to other channels. 


Place in War Production 


In manufacturing, of course, the smaller firms 
have had some chance to fit into the war production 
picture as subcontractors. Although some 100 large 
corporations have received more than 70 per cent in 
value of all war contracts many small plants have 
been able to land quite profitable sub-contracts. 

The Department of Commerce reports that about 
60 per cent of all small manufacturing plants in the 
country have been engaged in war production. 

But the small plants could have handled many 
more orders than, they received. A survey by the 
Department covered some 62,000 firms employing from 
one to 125 workers. Nearly a third of this sample 
reported that they could at least double their output 
if they had sufficient war orders. In fact over 70 per 
cent of the total plants surveyed indicated that they 
could increase their output to some extent if they 
had more orders. 

Legislative Prisesals 

The Congressional hopper has been well filled 
with bills seeking to bring some aid to small business. 
In the past ten years nearly 450 separate bills have 
been troduced designed to assist the small business- 
man in one way or another, 

However, only 26 of these bills actually passed. 
And apparently none of them had any far-reaching 
effect. At least the “Wall Street Journal,’ could 
declare somewhat cynically, last Tuesday, that none 
of them “have been really or lastingly useful to small 
enterprises.” Despite their passage “the prosperous 
survival of small business is no more nearly assured 
than ever.” 

With national elections ahead next year the num- 
ber of such bills is likely to be accelerated, especially 
as lip service to the cause of small business is now 
almost universal in big business and government 
circles. As one advisory service to investors put it 
recently, gome of this solicitude for small business 
“is for the purpose of wooing the votes in °44,” 

One bill that may pass is H.R, 2201 (S. 883) 
which would establish a post to be known as the 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for Small Business. 
Liberal small businessmen tell us that the amend- 
ments made to the original bill, at the request of 
Jesse Jones, big banker-Secretary of Commerce, tend 
to vitiate the measure and make it less effective as 
a means of providing some voice for small independent 
business in the federal administration. 

Jones has suggested, however, in a recent state- 
ment, that little business be given special attention 
in tax legislation. He pointed out that “the taxation 
of small businesses at rates as heavy, or nearly as 
heavy, as those applied to old, large and established 
concerns serves to create and sustain business mo- 
nopolies through the elimination of actual and poten- 
tial competition.” 


Post-War Position Uncertain 

Another place where small business may be pushed 
to the wall is in the disposition of the “surplus” war 
plants. What to do with them is still considered an 
“unsolved problem,” as one financial agency puts it. 
Most of them, however, it is now indicated, will. be 
sold to the companies now operating them—the large 
war contractors. This will tend to perpetuate in the 
post-war period the monopoly arrangements fostered 
by the war. It will further strengthen monopoly in- 
terests at the expense of little business. 

The whole problem of “reconversion” is especially 
vital to small business. Randolph E. Paul, general 
counsel of the Treasury, in a recent speech referred 
to the difficulties faced by the small concern in the 
reconversion period. He pointed out that tax meas- 
ures now being sought by big companies might in 
the post-war period “operate to the disadvantage of 
small and medium sized concerns” and “encourage 
the growth of monopolies.”
